WHEREAS, A recent national survey conducted by CDW

Government, Inc. found that 85 percent of surveyed teachers

believe the use of computer technology translates into higher

student achievement and 74 percent of surveyed teachers believe

that computers improve students' attention in class; and

WHEREAS, Technology can provide students and teachers with

access to a wealth of research and discussion materials,

including digital libraries and encyclopedias, online lesson

plans, language tutorials, virtual field trips, and

educational networking opportunities; therefore, be it
